TENERIFE, 


Spain tUPD — The KLM jumbo jet, 
that ripped through a Pan American 
747 in the Canary Islands and killed 
57S persons, had no permission to take 
off. Spanish and Dutch officials said 
Monday. 


The chief Dutch investigator' said 


the captain of the KLM plane only got 
"flight clearance" for his plane and 
failed to ask for "takeoff clearance" 
before starting a takeoff run to the 
worst disaster in aviation history. 


"We are still on the runway." the 


Pan American pilot shouted over his 
radio us he saw the KLM jumbo bar- 
reling down on his jampacked 747 
jumbo jet. 


10S WARNING WAS too late to stop 


the 400-ton Dutch jet, rushing down 
the runway at 186 miles per hour. 


The latest casualty figures said at 


least 575 persons died. Only 68, all 
Americans, survived. 


"Nobody knows how the KLM cap- 


tain could make such a stupid mis- 
take," an air traffic controller on duty 
during the crash Sunday told the To- 
ronto (Canada) Star in a telephone in- 
terview. 


The Madrid newspaper Pueblo said 


the tapes showed Pan American Capt. 
Victor S. Grubbs yelled, "This man is 
crazy! What's he doing? He'll kill us 
all!" 


AS THE OFFICIALS reported the 


results of their investigations, a U. S. 
Air Force flying hospital ferried 54 of 
the 68 survivors of the collision on an 
overnight flight to a burn treatment 
center in Texas. Spanish doctors ob- 
jected that their patients should not 
be moved, but the survivors wel- 


comed the chance to return home 


F. A. Van Rysen, head of the Dutch 


civil aviation authority investigating 
team, told a news conference the 
KLM pilot had been given only "flight 
clearance." 


"He should now have asked for 


takeoff clearance, which he did not," 
Van Rysen said. 


The Dutch captain merely said, 


"We are taking off;" and started the 
fatal takeoff run. 


THE PAN AMERICAN jet was taxi- 


ing across a stretch of the same run- 
way at the time, on its way to a 
takeoff position behind the Dutch 747.

KLM officials in Amsterdam said it 


was "unthinkable" that their pilot

aircraft flight recorders. 


Spanish authorities still hold the 


tapes and other flight recorder data 
recovered from the 747s' wreckage. 
The U. S. National Transportation 
Safety Board in Washington has "of- 
fered to read them out," a spokesman 
said in Washington Tuesday, "but as 
of this moment we have not had any 
acceptance " 


"The KLM was on standby," assist- 


ant airport director Juan Linares 
said, meaning it should have waited 
at the end of the 11,155-foot runway. 


THE DUTCH JET had reached min- 


imum takeoff speed at the time of the 
collision, and survivors said it had be- 
gun to lift off the ground when it 


slammed broadside into the crowded 
American vcraft. The speeding plane 
ripped off the .top of the taxiing jet's 
fuselage and disintegrated down the 
runway as both aircraft exploded in 
flames 


Linares told reporters he had listen- 


ed to ell the tapes of the exchanges 
between the tower and the planes, and 
all orders had been given clearly and 
"in perfect English."

The hospital and its renowned burn 


center dominates the Ft. Sam Houston 
reservation in a city* influenced by the 
presence of three air bases and two 
Army posts. 


"In a mlliinry hospital you always 


have the capability of expanding ra- 
pidiy." a Brooke spokesman said. 
"We are on the ward system, like all 
military hospitals, so we can just 
open up another ward to take more 
patients. You can't do that in a civil- 
ian hospital where you have individ- 
ual rooms foor one or two beds. 


"We have the people who have the 


experience and the expertise in han- 
dling these burn cases. With this ex- 
perience they can take on additional 
burn cases without straining their ca- 
pacity to practice good medicine. We 
are bringing in more supplies, getting 
ready." 


FIFTY-FOUR 
SURVIVORS were 


taken from the Canaries aboard a 
C141 flying hospital to McGuire AFB 
in New Jersey and then the most criti- 
cally injured were to continue to 
Brooke. The remainder of the survi- 
vors were too critical to be moved 
from Sonta Cruz. 


The Brooke spokesman said at least 


10 patients were expected. Other 
evacuees were to be taken to burn 
centers or hospitals around the coun- 
try according to family requests.

Tear gas used 
to end prison melee 


Tear gas was used to disperse about 200 convicts in the south 


recreation yard at Menard State Penitentiary Tuesday after 
fighting broke out in a dispute over weight-lifting materials, War- 
den Ernest Morris said. Five inmates were treated for minor 
injuries. The prisoners were locked in their cells after the fighting 
was broken up, Morris said. Four inmates were treated and re- 
leased for minor cuts and bruises and that one was kept in the 
infirmary because of an asthmatic condition. 


Morris said inmates were being questioned about the cause of 


the fight, but that it apparently began when "a couple of resi- 
dents wanted to use some weight-lifting apparatus another resi- 
dent was using and he told them to 'get lost.' Then friends on both 
sides joined in. Several were involved in the fighting but I don't 
think all 200 men in the yard were involved." Morris said some 
smaller pieces of weight-training equipment apparently were swung 
during the fracas. 


Senators fight religious ban bid 
She got prayers banned in public schools, but 10 Illinois state 


senators are trying to see that Madelyn Murray O'Hair gets no- 
where 'n her attempts to ban religious programming on radio and 
television. Sen. Leroy Lemke, D-Chicago, and nine other senators 
Tuesday introduced a resolution calling on the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission to turn down her request "to eliminate the 
proclamation of the Gospel via the airwaves of America." Lemke 
tried to get the resolution brought directly to the floor, but after a 
short discussion, it was sent to the Senate Executve Committee. 
The resolution said religious programs broadcast over radio and 
television "are of great benefit in a religious society such as the 
United States," and are the only means of fulfilling religious needs 
for many sick and elderly persons and shutins 


In other legislative action: 
• A bill which would require bad drivers to help pay for police 


training was approved by the House cities and villages committee. 
The measure, M227, would add a surcharge to traffic fines, rang- 
ing from $2 for a fine of less than $20 up to 10 per cent of any fine 
exceeding $100. After deducting money for costs of adminis- 
tration, the proceeds would be turned over to local governments to 
help them pay for police training programs. 


• The House Judiciary Committee voted to sponsor legislation to 


increase prison terms for violent crimes but slightly reduce the 
sentences of persons convicted of nonviolent crimes. The com- 
mittee voted unanimously to use a subcommittee report as the 
basts of a bill it will introduce. The bill will go to the House for 
assignment to committee.

drive again: CTA 


The motorman in last month's elevated train crash in which 11 


persons were killed and nearly 200 were injured will never drive a 
Chicago Transit Authority train again, a top CTA official said. But 
no disciplinary action has been started against Stephen A. Martin, 
34, because he is still recovering from injuries suffered in the 
Feb. 4 crash, Martin's train hit the rear of another train on a 90- 
degree curve during the evening rush hour, sending two cars 
crashing to the street 20 feet below and leaving two other cars 
hanging from the tracks. 


"Regardless of any other disciplinary action taken against him, 


he will never drive a train again," CTA General Manager George 
Krambles said Monday. Krambles said a decision on whether to 
file charges against Martin will be made as soon as he returns 
from sick leave. "Our procedure is not to start any disciplinary 
action until after a man returns to work," he said 


Furnace where 4 died inspected 
Federal Investigators Tuesday inspected a blast furnace at a 


South Side steel mill where four persons were killed and six were 
injured by fumes, apparently carbon monoxide The 10 workers 
inhaled the gas Monday night while making repairs on blast fur- 
nace No. 2 at the Wisconsin Steel Co. plant. A plant spokesman 
said the furnace had been out of operation for two years, but was 
scheduled to reopen next week to help meet an increasing demand 
for iron 


Authorities said two men were working in the furnace when they 


wdre felled by the gas. Two others were killed attempting to drag 
them from the furnace. Charles Campbell, spokesman for the steel 
mill, Tuesday said two investigators from the U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration were trying to determine the 
source of the gas. "There's a strong possibility it was carbon 
monoxide because it is a very common gas in blast furnaces," 
Campbell said. "The gas is released from burning coke, limestone 
and Iron ore." 


AFSCME authorizes strike 
Members of the American Federation of State, County and Mu- 


nicipal Employes Union have voted to strike unless they get a new 
contract that includes pay raises, a union official announced in 
Chicago Tuesday. Max Liberles, president of AFSCME Local 2000, 
said with only a few counties still outstanding, 3,440 of the 4,600 
members voted in favor of a strike authorization. 


"By this vote, we hope the governor realizes that state employes 


are citizens of Illinois and that we will not tolerate second-class 
citizenship nor deportation," Liberates said at a news conference.

High School Dist. 214 is dismissing 


all 128 of its nontenure^ teachers be- 
cause of the "uncertainty" surround- 
ing the proposed Elk Grove Township^ 
unit school district question. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Educaion. 


unsure whether the unit district will 
be formed and what Dist. 214 teachers 
will do if it is, has directed adminis- 
trators to send notices of honorable 
dismissal to 57 first-year teachers and 
71 second-year teachers. Teachers. 
union officials were not available for 
comment Tuesday. 


"This gives us leeway lo accom- 


modate tenured teachers from Elk 
Grove and Forest View (high schools) 
who might want to remain with Dist. 
214 rather than go with the unit dis- 
trict if it's formed," Robert Cudney, 
assistant superintendent for personnel 
services, said. 


The dismissal of the 128 probationa- 


ry teachers was recommended by 


Dist. 214 attorneys who are unsure 
where the district would stand legally 
if more tenured teachers 'than could 
be accommodated chose to stay with 
the high school district rather than go 
with the unit districit, Cudney said. 


According to state law, teachers 


who arc going to be dismissed at the 
end of the term must be given 60 days 
notice. 


"I SENT A certified letter to (State 


• Schools Supt. Joseph) Cronin 
six 


weeks ago spelling out all of person- 
nel questions," he said, "I was hope- 
ful his legal people could provide the 
answers to alleviate this situation, but 
I haven't heard one word from them." 


Voters in Elk Grove Township will 


go to the polls April 9 to decide wheth- 
er the unit district will be formed. 


The new district would combine 21 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, Elk 
Grove High School in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Forest View High School in 


Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration. 


"We're not looking for a mass ex- 


odus of teachers from Elk Grove and 
Forest View (high schools) if the unit 
is formed," Cudney said. "The teach- 
ers have a tremendous amount of loy- 
alty to their school, community and 
students and the majority wilTride 
with it" 


The Dist. 214 board intends to reem- 


ploy as many of the dismissed proba- 
tionary teachers as possible when and 
if positions open up after the unit dis- 
trict question is decided. 


"THEY HAVE ALL been rated ex- 


cellent teachers and had this not 
come up the second-year treachers 
would have been recommended for 
contracts and the first-year teachers 
would have been recommended for a 
second year of probation," he said. 


Assuming voters approve the for- 


mation of the unit district, the new 
district's staff will not be hired until 


, after July when a new school board 
takes control. 


The probationary teachers being 


dismissed include'eight from Arling- 
ton High School, 20 from 
Buffalo 


Grove High School, 14 from Elk Grove 
High 'School, 16 from Forest View 
High School, 13 from Hersey High 
School, 15 from Prospect High School, 
13 from Rolling Meadows High School, 
15 from Wheeling High School and i4 
who are involved with district-wide 
programs, Cudney said. 


Scarsdale lighting system 
request OKd by state 


Scarsdale subdivision's request for

The lights will replace a 50-year-old 


•system that requires obsolete fuses. 


ORIGINAL PLANS called for light 


posts to be placed 220 feet apart but 
because east-west blocks are 330 feet 
long and a light is required at each 
corner, a 100-vvatt light will be placed 
in the center of each block, Chamber- 
lain said, to meet transportation de- 
partment specifications. 


T h e homeowners' 
association's 


board of directors also decided to in- 
crease brightness at intersections as 
requested by installing two 175-watt 
poles on opposing corners, rather than 


doubling the wattage at one pole, he 
said. 


Chamberlain sent Village Pres. 


James T. Ryan a letter earlier this 
week saying that Scarsdale residents 
accept 
the transportation, depart- 


ment's approval and will modify plans 
to meet the state's specifications. 


The village board is expected to 


consider the plans and modifications 
at its April 18 meeting. 


Chamberlain said he expects the 


board to approve the transportation 
department's suggested changes, but 
that a problem could arise if resi- 
dents' request for white mercury-va- 
por lights, are replaced by orange so- 
dium-vapor lights. 


"I don't think this is in the realm of 


possibility, but if it happens there'll 
be a lot of people who will want to 
blow up city hall," Chamberlain said.

New flu strain is 
found in Alaska 


A new strain of influenza, similar to the A-Victoria variety that 


took 22,000 lives during the 1973-76 flu season, has been found in 
Alaska, the national Center for Disease Control said Tuesday. The 
strain earlier turned up in Texas and Colorado. The new type, 
labeled A-Texas, is similar to the A-Victoria strain and medical 
experts say the A-Victoria vaccine may offer some protection 
against it. 


The influenza cases in Alaska involved passengers on an airline

U.S., Cuba met in "74, loo 


High-ranking U.S. and Cuban officials held secret meetings in 


airport coffee shops more than two years ago in the first direct 
U.S. effort to negotiate improved relations with Cuba, it was dis- 
closed Tuesday, Officials involved said the 1074-75 meetings — a 
forerunner of the current contacts — led to the release of some 
political prisoners and a temporary reduction of Cuba's subversive 
activities in Puerto Rico. But they said the talks were eventually 
scuttled by the opposition of "old-line Cuban revolutionaries." 
Washington lawyer William D. Rogers, who was then assistant 
secretary of state for Latin American affairs, said the meetings 
began at U.S. request in November 1974 and continued into 1975.

Rep. Yvonne Burke, D-Callf., said of the resolution requesting that 
the life of the assassination committee be prolonged beyond its 
Thursday expiration date. 


"From everything I can see, it is going to be an extremely close 


vote and I wouldn't say now which way it will go," said Mrs. 
Burke, a member of the special panel set up to investigate the 
murders of John Kennedy and Martin Luther King Jr. A resolu- 
tion reconstituting the panel is scheduled for floor action Wednes- 
day.

Vance awaits disarmament reply 


Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, waiting in Moscow for a Soviet 


reply to U.S. disarmament proposals, said Tuesday the United 
States nnd Russia will create several joint working groups on 
major diplomatic problems. Vance declined to identify the tasks 
which will be assigned to the "follow-on working groups" before 
an official announcement of their creation, He said they might 
meet in Moscow. Washington or Geneva. 


The groups presumably will continue work on such long-term 


Issues as restraining conventional arms sales, demilitarizing the 
Indian ocean and curbing the spread of nuclear weapons. The 
secretary of state appreared to attach no special significance to 
the absence of a Soviet reply to President Carter's two proposals- 
for completing a long-term strategic arms agreement, 


African chiefs seek Castro aid 


Three black nationalist leaders fighting to topple white suprem- 


acist regimes in southern Africa flew from Zambia to Angola 
Tuesday for talks with Cuban President Fidel Castro on possible 
help in their guerrilla wars. The three men — Joshua Nkomo, of 
the Rhodesian Patriotic Front: Sam Nujoma, of the South West 
African Peoples organization, and Oliver Tambo, of the African 
National Congress of South Africa — left shortly after Soviet Pres- 
ident Nikolai Podgorny departed. 


Podgorny, who met the three nationalists in Lusaka Monday, 


flew to Maputo. Mozambique on *he third and final leg of his 
African tour. The three nationalists told newsmen at the airport 
that thsy also would be meeting Marxist Angolan president Agos- 
tinho Neto. But Western diplomats said their talks would center on 
Castro. There were several Cuban diplomats with the nationalist 
leaders when they left. 


4,'J Yanks leave Kolwezi 


A U.S. Embassy official in Zaire said Tuesday another 43 Ameri- 


cans have been evacuated from Kolwezi, the important copper- 
mining center in the embattled Shaba province which was invaded 
by Katanga rebels from Angola three weeks ago. "The American 
embassy has been Informed this afternoon that 41 employes of the 
Constructeurs Inga-Shaba company have been evacuated from 
Kolwezi" to the north, the official said. 


With them went two more American residents of Kolwezi, but 


their occupation was not specified. Wives and children had been 
evacuated earlier, he said. "The only Americans remaining in 
Kolwe/i now, as far as we know, are four missionaries," the offi- 
cial said.

board's recent repeal of the 5 per cent 
utility tax, which fulfilled a campaign 
promise of two years ago. 


Often attacked by his opponent from 


the Village Independent Coalition par- 
ty for receiving the support of the 
Wheeling Township Democratic or- 
ganization, Ryan responds that the 
formation of the VIC slate represents 
"the greatest threat" of national polit- 
ical parties entering local politics. 
Ryan insists the VIC party is an out- 
growth 
of 
the 
Independent 
Con- 


servative Party, a 12th Congressional 
affiliate of the Conservative Caucus. 


"It certainly is the first acknowl- 


edged step toward the involvement of 
national political parties in Arlington 
Heights elections," Ryan said. 


U.S. Housing and Community De- 


velopment funds: Ryan fully sup- 
ports the village's participation the 
past tow years in the federal aid pro- = 
gram, saying the village can with- 
draw from the program at any time 
"if 
regulations 
become 
onerous." 


"There are some regulations with re- 
spect to all fluids, but that doesn't 
make the funds bad or evil. The VIC's 
argument about strings being at- 
tached is iust very strong innuendo 
and belies the facts." 


Low and moderate income housing: 


Ryan supports the scattered housing 
approach specified in the village's 
housing assistance plan, which he 
stresses does nofset aside sites spec- 
ifically for low-income housing. 


Luther Village: Ryan said he sees 


"some good characteristics" in the 
proposal, but is concerned about some 
aspects that make it similar to the 
.Lincoln Green project proposed near 
St Viator High School. "We need to 
examine this proposal very care- 
fully " 


Garbage collection: "I'm only inter- 


ested in having garbage rates as low 
as possible, coupled with good ser- 
vice." Ryan said he thinks one carrier 
for residential service can be more 
economical, but he sees some inequi- 
ties for commercial pickups with the 
current rate structure. 


Water: Ryan urges a regional ap- 


proach to gaining Lake Michigan wa- 
ter. "It wouldn't be good states- 
manship not to look at it as an area 
problem." Ryan said he sees advan- 
tages to getting Lake Michigan water 
by going through the City of Chicago. 


Social services: "The programs we 


have embarked upon are a good ex- 
penditure of village funds. It's just as 
important to care about people from a 
social sense as a brick-and-mortar 
sense. But we must examine each 
program continuously and aximize the 
efficiency of our expenditures."

Township and that the incumbent vil- 
lage president is using the post as a 
springboard to run for statewide of- 
fice in two years. 


Voters should not be bothered by 


the lack of experience the VIC candi- 
dates have in local government, Can- 
non says 


"We're bringing expenence that is 


from outside government into govern- 
ment We would like to try some new 
ideas," he said. 


On other issues: 


U.S. Housing and Community de- 


velpment funds: "I view this pro- 
gram with alarm. I question whether 
its goals are compatible with what 
people in Arlington Heights want. 
What happens if we meet regulations 
we can't abide by and the federal gov- 
ernment orders us to give the money 
back. The whole concept of federal 
funds bothers me." 


Low and moderate income housing: 


"My concern is whether someone liv- 
ing in low-income housing with rental 
subsidies can still afford to live in Ar- 
lington Heights.

Luther Village: "I like the cottage

He 
said he favors "inter-village coopera- 
tion." rather than the creation of a 
regional water authority. "Regional 
governments take away control from 
local government.," 


Sochi services: Cannon questioned 


the village's funding of Omni-House: 
Youth Services Bureau, saying 
"If 


you're going to spend my money, I'd 
like to know what it's all about." He 
also questioned what benefit the coun- 
selors-in-the-parks program 
has for 


taxpayers. "We have to start making 
some choices when we have a $24 mil- 
lion budget," Cannon said.

present social services, but I think we 
must be very cautious and reticent to 
get involved with additional social 
services.

Perkins moved here in the spring of 
1974 when he joined the law firm of 
Burfeind, Schlickman and Clarke, 
Ltd. 


Perkins would lika to see the village 


take more initiative in expanding ser- 
vice from the Regional Transportation 
Authority. This would include propo- 
sing routes, working closely with 
neighboring communities and making 
bus facilities available in the down- 
town area. 


On other issues:

velopment funds: Perkins feels the 
village should continue to apply for 
these grants and at the same time do 
what is necessary to assist poor 
people in the village with housing and 
other needs.

vice." 


• Water' Perkins feels the long

• Social services: "We have to be

For village president, we en-

RYAN. Ryan has served the vil- 
lage well in four years, fulfilling 
many campaign promises, and 
has pledged to continue his pro- 
grams if reelected. 


Ryan's faults are his tendency 


to "grandstand," as exemplified 
by vetoes he cast during some 
village board debates, and the 
fact that he sometimes over- 
states the impact he personally 
has on some situations.

Mr. Dinsmore inherited 
an old 


brown house his grandpa bought for 
$900. The peak was sharp and held the 
snows all winter with no more than an 
arthritic snap or two in the night. The 
field mice were quiet in the attic and 
shared the old trunk and the framed 
pictures and dresses with a family of 
gray squirrels. 


Mr. Dinsmore used a number 4 Un- 


derwood which had no letter e. He 
pencilled them in his copy, and he had 
a touch affluent writers envied. 


"FOLKS GET USED to seeing the 


local people around. Mr. Chase open- 
ing his candy store. Mr. Sewell plodd- 
ing into the Selectman's office. Mr.

A department aide said the revelation 
ought to prompt the panel to urge the entire industry to adopt 
lower levels of nitrites in bacon, which only parts of the industry 
have voluntarily achieved. 


John Birdsall, director of scientific activities for the American 


Meat Institute, told the Expert Pane! on Nitrites and NMrosamines 
the suspected carcinogen — the nitrosamine formed when bacon is 
fried — showed up in tests of bacon samples bought retail. The 
nitrosamines showed up especially ur bacon from packers who 
have not adopted the 125 parts per million proposal made by the 
panel at its last session in November. ' •

President Carter's temporary personal tax rebate proposal now 


In Congress should be tied to a gas'tax increase next year and 
made permanent, an Exchange National Bank of Chicago officer 
said Tuesday.

Congress for more direct control over 
the Postal Service — taking back 
some of its independence granted in 
its reorganization six years ago — Al- 
len said the General Accounting Of- 
fice, the Congressional investigative 
arm, has given the post office good 
marks on service, rates and employe 
relations. 


The 13-cent first-class stamp is the 


cheapest 
among all industrialized 


countires except Canada and all the 


world's major postal systems except 
Sweden run at a deficit. The U.S. 
Postal Service moves half the mail in 
the free worjd and has a much larger 
territory to serve than other systems. 


Then why the almost universal per- 


ception that the U.S. mail is bad? 


"When you handle 90 billion letters 


a year, even if the Postal Service is 
99 per cent perfect, there still would 
be 900 million letters that would be 
delayed," said Allen. 


.IMPROVING POSTAL productivity 
is harder now because of gains al- 
ready made with new mechanization, 
Allen said. The pieces of mail moved 
per postal employe worked out to 
132,000 last year, up from 115,000 
pieces in 1970, a productivity gain 
equal to 100,000 employes. 


"There will be incremental increas- 


es in productivity from here on, noth- 
ing spectacular," Allen said.

Father can't be denied 
legal rights to children

I'm a divorcee with three minor 


children. My ex-husband sends me 
money every month but never has vis- 
ited the children even when they've 
been hospitalized, nor has he ever 
sent them gifts. 


At the time of the divorce, 1 was 


advised that if anything happened to 
me, my ex-husband would receive 
custody of the children because he 
supports them. I can't believe this is 
in their best jnterests. 


I have a spinster friend who is very 


close to the children and who has a 
high-paying, responsible position. She 
would be willing to take the children 
if anything happened to me. 


Could I go to court and ask that 


upon my death the children 
are 


named wards of the court with my 
friend as guardian and have the child 
care payments 
continue? 
Exactly 


what are my rights as far as deciding 
the fate of my children?—L.S. 


Dear L.S., 


The advice you received at the time 


of your divorce is correct. If you 
should die first, it's more than likely 
that 
your 
ex-husband 
would 
be 


awarded custody of the children pro- 
viding they are still minors at that 
time and that he is not "unfit." 


I'm afraid your desire to "decide 


the fate" of your children is limited, 
nor will the plan you suggest be ac- 
ceptable to the court because it is 
denying the father his legal rights. 


The word "custody" does not imply 


that you are the only parent entitled 
to have the children forever. Custody 
is never permanent where children 
are concerned and may change with 
circumstances from one parent to an- 
other when it is deemed best for the 
children. 


I have several suggestions, but I do 


not believe they would be satisfactory.

In any event you should know what 
options are open to you. 


• The first is adoption. If you and 


your ex-husband would be willing, you 
could let your friend adopt your chil- 
dren. But should this occur, the father 
would no longer be responsible for 
their support. 


• The other is to make a will desig- 


nating your friend as executrix and 
guardian of your children in the event 
of your death. However, though you 
express the wish that your friend be 
appointed guardian at your death, this 
does not mean that the court would be 
bound to follow your wishes, especial- 
ly while their father is still in the pic- 
ture. 


• You could provide for your chil- 


dren financially as you suggested in 
your letter and your friend could be 
chosen as a trustee, but again this 
would have nothing to do with "custo- 
dy" of your children. 


Your only hope, as I see it, is that 


because the children are close to their 
teens, your chances of being with 
them until they reach majority are 
very good. Keep holding on to that 
thought whenever you can.

The doctor says 


Calcium daily aids 
against bone loss

Three years ago I fell and broke my left hip and left foot. I hid 


expert attention and am very happy to be working as usual. I 
teach piano and I carry a cane to be safe when I go places. 


I have had more falls since the bad one and even sprained the 


ankle of the same foot that I broke. I think I am fortunate not to 
have broken more bones. 


The doctor discovered that I have soft bones and he prescribed 


four calcium tablets to be taken daily for the rest of my life. I am 
78. 


My Inquiry Is this: have I taken the calcium tablets long enough 


now to be more safe in regard to broken bones? Is it all right to 
tato two tablets at the same time? I sometimes realize that I have 
forgotten to take all four tablets. 


I am glad you have done so well and that you are still active. 
You will need to keep on taking those calcium pills that your 


doctor gave you, He knows that as long as you keep taking cal- 
cium it will help decrease the loss of calcium from your bones, a 
condition that we call osteoporosis. The problem is common in 
women after the menopause and there is a continual loss of bone 
substance. A large percentage of broken hips and other fractures 
are caused by "brittle bones" from osteoporosis. 


You need to take about a gram of calcium a day. To help you 


understand osteoporosis better and why you need to keep taking 
the calcium I am sending you The Health Letter number 6-10, 
Osteoporosis: Bone Softening. Others who want this information 
can send SO cents for it with a long, stamped, self-addressed enve- 
lope for mailing. People can help prevent this problem or decrease 
its severity by being sure they get enough calcium in their diet. 
The "dowager's hump" is only part of the disease. Frequent frac- 
tures with minimal damage is the other important problem. 


You don't say why you are having so much trouble with your 


balance. You need to find out what you can do to prevent having 
more foils. 


That problem may be related to your eyesight or you may have 


8 disturbance in your balance mechanism. 


I've been told that gum chewing is dangerous and can cause the 


jaw to move out of place. Can you give me the straight facts about 
gum chewing. I chew about 10 pieces of gum a day so as to keep 
from eating in between meals. Is this too much or too harmful? 


No, anything like a normal chewing mechanism will not cause 


you to dislocate the jaw. 


The only real harm is the sugar content. A constant source of 


sugar in the mouth may increase your chances of having cavities. 


The other problem is swallowing air. This can cause air or gas 


accumulation in the digestive system and makes some people un- 
comfortable. If you are not having this problem, you can forget 
that. 


Other than these two possible problems it really doesn't make 


any difference how much gum you chew.

Dear Dorothy: Love your shortie recipes and wonder if you have 


one made with some kind of seafood since my husband and I go 
for all sorts of dishes like this. I work and often come home almost 
too tired to eat, much less cook.

My favorite quickie is made with shrimp, and if you keep frozen 


shrimp on hand the dish can be ready within 10 minutes. Pick out 
enough shrimp to satisfy the two of you. Put a large lump of 
margarine In a skillet and when it starts to sizzle, saute the frozen 
shrimp in it for about five minutes, stirring occasionally. At the 
same time, sprinkle on a tiny bit of garlic salt, curry powder and 
paprika. When the shrimp are a delicate brown, they're done. Mix 
in a large dollop of sour cream and heat together for another 
minute or so. You can serve it this way or dress it up by putting it 
into two buttered ramekins, sprinkling with Parmesan cheese and 
glazing under the broiler It will save your conscience to see the 
fat go to the bottom of the dish.

"People who are forced into little 


boxes fight back with greater 'and 
greater amounts of folklore. It tides 
them over. People are desperate to 
belong." 


Dundes, anthropology professor at 


the University of California, Berkeley, 
defines a folk group as any unit of 
people who share a common experi- 
ence or feeling, such as anxiety, and 
articulate it through rituals, art, jokes 
and other methods of communication.

Eddie Albert at ease with TV 


Eddie Albert has a pretty comfortable spot on tele- 


vision right now — and that's more than any actor 
could ask for. 


He portrays Frank MacBride, one of two witty, 


cunning private detectives on the CBS series 
"Switch," which is in its second season. The show 
receives decent ratings and Albert gets along like 
brothers with his costar Robert Wagner. 


But a good actor knows it takes more to make a 


show work. It takes good scripts and constant acting 
challenges, and Albert and Wagner don't seem to get 
enough of either. 


Was it any easier doing live television back in the 


early 1930s and shows like "Studio One?" Was it 
more enjoyable doing comedy with Eva Gabor in the 
"Green Acres" series that airs in reruns on Channel 
32? 


"I ALWAYS THOUGHT that Eva was prettier than 


Bob Wagner, but, on the other hand, 'Switch' pays 
more money these days," Albert said jokingly during 
a recent trip to Chicago. 


It's difficult to get serious about the problems with 


television when you're 69 and a veteran of stage, 
screen and the tube, and lucky to be working at all. 


"TV is the only game in town today. A lot of the 


entertainment world has drifted from motion pic- 
tures into television and that's where you land if you 
want to work today," he said. 


But Albert is quick to add, "I wish we were a little 


more ambitious in our desire for quality on tele- 
vision. Of course, the cost of doing business and the 
short amount of time we allow ourselves for creativ- 
ity prohibit that, I suppose," he said. 


ALBERT COMES ACROSS with a loathing for the 


fixed time constraints that we tend to place on our- 
selves — if n show is good, run it for an hour and 20 
minutes instead of just a half hour or an hour. If it's 
bad, run 15 minutes of it. Why are we bound to half 
hour and hour-long shows? he said. 


Albert talked a little about his Broadway career 


and his hit in "Brother Rat," about his two Academy 
Award nominations for his movie roles in "Roman 
Holiday" and "The Heartbreak Kid," and about his 
singing one of this year's Oscar nominated songs on 
the Monday night's Academy Awards show. 


"That was just for fun. There's really no calling 


for that," he said of his singing. "As for the stage — 
I love the live audience, but it's not easy to do any- 
more." 


So, what does Albert do when he's not filming epi- 


sode for "Switch?" He's out trying to convince the 
public that conservation and organic gardening are 
essential to mankind's continued good health. It's a 
heavy self-appointed task, but a very important one, 
Albert said. 


SEVEN YEARS AGO, he helped launch a garden- 


Ing program for children in Champaign-Urbana. The 
gardening program, which largely promotes organic 
gardening, since has spread throughout the country 
and three million children participate in the project 
Albert still coordinates. 


"My whole front yard back home in California is 


dug up and people always stop and look at my beau- 
tiful corn and other vergetables growing there," said 
Albert, who was born in Rock Island, 111., and grew 
up in Minneapolis, Minn. 


Albert can easily go off on a tangent about Ameri- 


cans killing off the nutrition in the soil with harmful 
chemicals, and prompting downfall with the use of 
poisons and sprays. 


Because he's a familiar face off television and 


screen, he says he believes by giving speeches and 
lecture tours on university campuses he can help 
persuade people to improve their lives. 


Albert knows when to get off his soapbox and go 


on to something else. He just wants to make his 
point, he doesn't want to belabor it. 


OK, Eddie, what do you want the people out in

television land to know about you that they don't 
already? 


He thinks a minute, and then, assuming that zany 


humor of his he says, "I just want people to know I'd 
make a good president of the United States. I could 
walk down Pennsylvania Avenue with the best of 
them. There'd be organic gardens in every back- 
yard, including the White House."

meeting during his four board terms 
and when not attending meetings he's 
getting to know teachers and adminis- 
trators, touring the different schools 
and observing classes and running 
teacher seminars on topics ranging 
from school-community relations to 
the anatomy of a school district. 


Student discipline is one of Bachhu-

SPRINGFIELD - Illinois officials 


will begin work next month on efforts 
that could save local governments 
thousands of dollars by streamlining 
the number of mandated programs in 
the state. 


A task force, ordered 
by 
Gov. 


James R. Thompson, and headed by 
Lt. Gov. Dave O'Neal, will hold 20 
hearings in May, June and July to de- 
termine which programs 
now re- 


quired by the state can be modified or 
eliminated. 


State officials admit there 
is no 


firm count on exactly how many man- 
dated programs exist or the total cost. 


LOCAL EDUCATION and govern- 


ment officials have been frequent crit- 
ics of programs ordered by the state 
but improperly funded. 


"I don't think there is a list, or any 


idea of just how much is being spent," 


O'Neal said Tuesday, adding that the 
staffs of the Office of Education and 
Dept. of Local Government Aftairs 
are researching the issue. 


However, with the organizational 


meeting of the task force just a few 
weeks away, officials in both depart- 
ments said they will have to wait for 
Ihe hearings to determine how many 
mandated programs exist. , 


"There could be thousands, nobody 


knows for sure," said Thomas John- 
son of the Depl. of Local Government 
Affairs. 


Local 
officials 
have complained 


about state nuclei-funding to the point 
t h a t 
State Sen. Bradley 
Glass, 


R-Northbrook, has introduced legisla- 
tion to allow local schools to drop 
mandated programs if the state does 
not provide sufficient revenue. 


School officials have pointed to spe- 


cial education and textbook programs 


which are required by the state but 
receive inadequate revenue to proper- 
ly function. 


ON THE LOCAL government level, 


the legislature approved salary 
in- 


creases for county judges in 1974 but 
required county officials to pay the 
salary hike. In the past, judicial sala- 
ries have been totally financed by the 
slate. 
, "The major problem has been that 
either the state does not fund "the pro- 
gram at all or will provide initial 
funding and then pull away," O'Neal 
said. 


The lieutenant governor's task force 


will be divided into two groups to con- 
sider education and local government. 
problems separately State legislators 
and members of the public will serve 
on each subcommittee duing the 
hearings 


"We also want to see if there are 


uniform problems with the mandated 
programs around the state," O'Neal 
said. He said the task force also will 
try to clear up "a lot of-the pseudo 
mandated 
programs" 
which were 


started bacause local officials believe 
the programs were required by the 
state. 


THE TASK FORCE was called for 


by Thompson in his budget message 
earlier this month. O'Neal said the re- 
sponse to the governor's proposal has 
been overwhelming. 
• 


"For once, the local officials will 


have a chance to tell us what they 
think about some of these programs," 
he added. 


O'Neal said some task force recom- 


mendations will be made before the 
legislature adjourns on June 30, and a 
full report is planned by early Octo- 
ber.

compiled a 69-76 mark at the school. 
His best season at Forest View was in 
1973-74 when the Falcons were 19-6. 


"I'M TIRED AFTER all these 


years of coaching," Wissen said qulut- 
ly Tuesday. "I've coached basketball 
for 23 years, and I have two kids; a 
son at college and a daughter in high 
school. I want to watch my children 
more. I haven't had much time 
recently to see them. 


"Coaching basketball is tough now 


because of the practice times," he ex- 
plained. "We practiced at night much 
of the season, because of the demands 
on facilities." 


Wissen will remain at the school 


teaching physical education and as- 
sisting with the football coaching 
chores. Presently, no successor to 
Wissen has been named, according to 
Athletic Director Bill Beckman. 


The quiet manner of Wissen set him 


apart from other more short-tem- 
pered coaches. He rarely collected 
technical fouls for his conduct on the 
court. 


ME BEGAN COACHING in 1954 at 


what was then Arlington Heights Ju- 
nior High School. In 1957 he joined the

NFL votes change 
in seasonal format 


PHOENIX — National Football League club presidents, meeting 


continuously for seven hours in an afternoon-evening session, 
voted Tuesday night to play 16 regular season games starting in 
1978 and to expand the post-season playoffs to include 10 teams. 


The clubs will play four exhibition games, starting in 1978, and 


thus the season will begin on the first Sunday of September, ex- 
tending the regular season by two weeks. The vote to change the 
format to 16 games was 21-7, and it came after many hours in 
which It lacked one vote for the necessary three-quarters support. 


As for extending the playoffs, the vote there was unanimous. It 


was an idea Davis first proposed two years ago and adopting it 
came as a mere formality once the 16-4 format had been ap- 
proved. Thus, two additional ".wild card" teams will participate in 
the playoffs. 


There will be two games on the first Sunday after the end of the 


regular season, pitting two wild card teams from each conference 
against each other, with the winner advancing to the playoffs 
against the three division champions. 


In one other final piece of legislation, May 3-4 were picked as 


the dates for the new college draft, which this year will limit se- 
lection to 12 rounds. All players not selected then would be free to 
deal with a club of their choosing.

meets, In issuing the permanent injunction, . S. District Court 
Judge John F. Grady said the order was "necessary and proper" 
to protect Laura's constitutional rights. 


Gloria Fisher filed suit on her daughter's behalf, charging the 


Illinois High School Association with sex discrimination. 


A 197S IHSA resolution excluded girls from boys athletic events. 


Laura wanted to compete on the trampoline, but the event was not 
scheduled for girls. 


On Feb.' 10, Grady issued a preliminary injunction preventing 


the IHSA from excluding Laura from the district meet and "any 
subsequent trampoline event for which she may qualify there- 
after." 


Robert Bohl, coach of the Mundelein High School gymnastics 


team, said neither Laura, a junior, nor the school team had quali- 
fied to participate in the statewide competition. "We're gearing 
her up for next year," Bohl said. "We weren't looking this year for 
her to astound everybody. We wanted to pave the way for next 
year." 


The IHSA argued that if girls were permitted to compete on 


boys teams, boys would eventually dominate girls' athletic teams.

ner, catcher Manny Sanguillen and 
outfielder Richie Zisk and in their 
place is the speed Tanner gets so en- 
thusiastic about. 


Phil Garner, who stole 35 bases for 


Tanner at Oakland last year, was ac- 
quired in a multiplayer spring train- 
ing swap and will replace Hebner at 
third. Rookie Omar Moreno, who stole 
55 bases with the Pirates' AAA Char- 
leston farm club last year, moves into 
center field while Oliver shifts over to 
left in place of Zisk, Sanguillen's 
catching spot will be shared by Duffy 
Dyer and Ed Ott. Sanguillen, it will be 
remembered, was traded to Oakland 
for Tanner in a unique player-for- 
manager swap.

111., fo* his question: 


WHEN WAS THE FIRST RACE 


TRACK USED? 


Man has a competitive nature. For as 


long as there have been man and time, 
man has displayed a talent for wanting 
to compete — to get to the destination 
first, or better the other fellow by being 
faster. 


First there were foot races. And then, 


came racing on horseback, with motor 
racing coming not too far behind. 


The first recorded racing was found 


to be in ancient Hattusas in Asia Minor 
about 1500 B.C. Horses were trained for 
military purposes. Speed and endurance 
were found to be the two most im- 
portant qualities in a horse and1 it 
wasn't long until the art of pitting one 
against another was developed. 


Chariot racing was a tremendously 


popular activity in ancient Egypt, 
Greece and Rome. Light, two-wheeled 
vehicles usually were drawn by two 
horses and driven from a standing 
position. 


Men mounted on horses was a com- 


petitive event back when the Olympiad 
was held in 644 B.C. 


Horse racing has grown through the 


years in popularity. It is now one of the 
greatest spectator sports in the world. 
One of the most important races is held 
in England on a grass-covered course 
called Ascot. It is in the shape of a 
rounded triangle with the first part 
downhill and the last half-mile uphill. 


Motor racing became popular almost 


as soon as the automobile was invented. 
The auto industry was booming in 
France and Germany by 1895, and that 
was the year the first motor race was 
held — a dash from Paris to Bordeaux, 
France. The cars in that epic event 
averaged 15 miles per hour. 


There was motorcycle racing at Day- 


tona Beach, Fla., as early as 1902. 


Early auto racing in the United States 


Stressed the need not only of speed, but 
also safety and reliability. The world- 
famous track at Indianapolis, Ind,, was 
used as a proving ground in races since 
early in this century. 


Indianapolis staged its first 500-mile 


race in 1911, the year the two and a half- . 
mile oval was paved with bricks. Win- 
ner of that first race, averaging 74.59 
miles per hour, was Ray Harroun. 


Today the cars at Indianapolis are 


reaching speeds close to 200 miles per 
hour. It's all part of man's nature to 
want to get to the destination first.

Mrs. Levine underwent a series of 


tests that showed she had malignant 
tumors in her vagina. The next step 
was an eight-hour operation which in- 
cluded a radical hysterectomy.

Car deck's 'decay' worries Olen

The new Herbert H. Behrel Parking 


Plata in DM Plaines is cracked, shift- 
ing and — en a rainy day — filled 
wtth puddles, says Aid. George Olen, 
tod. 


And he's worried about it.. 
Olen, a concrete sales consultant, 


weaves his way. through pools of 
•landing water that cover the decks of 
tills dank, gray monolith, and pauses 
to assess the damage. 


Despite the assurances of the firms 


that ted* the $1.2 million parking 
deck at Kenwood and Lee streets, 
Olen says ha betieves these cracks 
and puddles night shorten the llfes- 
pan of *• tftlsck by several years. 


"Look at the crack running along 


that beam. I hadn't noticed that one 
More," he aays, sliding Us finger 
akmgJt 


THE CRACK IS pale green, and 


stands out against the rest of the 
structure. This is time, Olen says. It 
"bleeds" from the concrete when it 
gets wet. If it bleeds fast enough, it 
can drip on cars and mar the paint. 


The lime hasn't started dripping 


yet, he says, "But I'm sure it will if 
the cracks get bigger." 


Worse than the threat of dripping 


lime is the effect these cracks could 
have on the structure itself, Olen 
says. 


"If we don't stop this, and water 


runs in there and freezes, it will 
buckle," Olen says. 


"I don't think there will be a danger 


of the structure falling down," he 
says. "It will just deteriorate faster." 


OLEN CITES an article in the Sep- 


tember issue of "Concrete Construc- 


tion" magazine, which details the rea- 
sons why parking decks deteriorate. 


1180*1016 -cracks, poor drainage, 


shifting and inadequate waterproofing 
are listed as signs that a parking 
structure is aging faster than it 
should. Olen said all these flaws al- 
ready are evident in the Behrel Park- 
ing Plaza, which was dedicated just 
two months ago. The deck was built 
to provide parking for Superblock. 


Olen first made these charges three 


weeks ago, and he still is concerned 
despite reports from two engineering 
firms that the structure is in "ex- 
cellent condition." 


"Wfe find that the entire parking 


strutcure is structurally in excellent 
condition. We are confident that the 
parking structure will give an ex- 
cel 1 e n t performance through the 
years. The structure is structurally 


safe and sound," H. W. Lochner Co., a 
Chicago engineering firm, reported 
after inspecting the deck March 16. 


The F&D Construction Co., Des 


Plaines, also inspected the parking 
deck March 16, and agrees it is in fine 
shape. 


THESE TWO companies were in- 


volved in the construction of the deck. 
H. W. Lochner designed it, and F & D 
Inc. built it. 


"They were the engineers on the 


project. It would be difficult for them 
to admit it's flawed," Olen said. "I 
would think that they would realize 
there is something wrong." 


Olen has been pushing the city 


council to finance an independent 
study of .the ramp ever since he first 
noticed the cracks several weeks ago. 
The council voted for another study af-

Smokers on 
Pill face high 
coronary risk

NEWYORK (UPI) — Cigarets plus 


the birth control piU boost deaths 
from heart attacks among women 30 
and over, authorities from the Popu- 
lation Council and the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control reported in New York 
Tuesday. 


Heavy smokers in susceptible age 


groups among the millions of con- 
traceptive pill users, were advised to 
switch to some other birth control 
method. Dr. Anrudh K. Jain, council 
r e s e a r c h analyst, defined heavy 
smokers as those who light up more 
than 15 cigarets a day. 


Jain's points were based on an 


analysis of British and American 
studies showing oral contraceptives 


Ford plans 
to shrink 
big cars

DETROIT (UPI) — The Ford Motor 


Co. plans a shrinking program that 
will cut up to 14 inches from its stan- 
dard-sized model cars to make them 
even shorter than General Motors' 
"downsized" big cars. 


Ford's new models will debut in the 


1979-model year, two full years after 
similar cars 
from GM. Chrysler, 


which plans to end production of some 
full-sized models this summer, also 
will introduce a new lineup of "small- 
er" large cars in the "79 model year. 


The shrinking big car will become a 


standard feature in the Americian auto 
market for the next decade as au- 
tomakers try to meet fuel economy 
requirements calling for up to 27.5 
miles per gallon by 1985. 


THE BATTLE for auto executives is 


to keep interiors big enough to accom- 
modate six people. 


The trade publication American 


Metal Market reported the '79 Ford 
LTD will be about 210 inches long, 14 
inches shorter than the current model 
and about two inches shorter than the 
Chevrolet Impala which was shrunk 
by almost a foot. 


In fact, the '79 full-sized Fords will 


be even shorter than the new mid-siz- 
ed models — Thunderbird, LTD II 
and Cougar — that were introduced 
this past fall. 


Ford has not talked about the new 


products, but William 0. Bourke, ex- 
ecutive vice president for North 
American 
Automotive 
Operations, 


said "the next four years will be 
revolutionary."

Publication of the report in a "Stud-

factors, using the pill is relatively 
safe. This finding is contrary to cur- 
rent belief and Food and Drug Admin- 
istration rules that no women .over 40 
should use oral contraceptives. 


The annual mortality rate for wom- 


en aged 40 to 44 who use oral con- 
traceptives, but do not smoke is T per 
100,000, about one-third the risk of 
death from pregnancy and childbirth 
among women who use no birth con- 
trol, 22 per 100,000. 


But pill users in this age group who 


do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, Jain said. Among the 
heavy smokers —more than 15 ciga- 
rets a day — the risk rises to 83-per 
100,000. ' 


Among women aged 30 to 34 and 35 


to 39, respectively, the mortality risks 
from heavy smoking and pill use are 
16 and 23 per 100,000, slightly higher 
than for the risk of death from preg- 
nancy and childbearing among wom- 
en who use no birth control. 


Jain cautioned that mortality esti- 


mates presented in his report may 
change as more information about the 
association between pill use and other 
causes of death become available. 
Jain said additional research is re- 
quired for proper assessment of pill 
safety.

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Insurance crisis hits towns 


RIMNtt INftUIANCI premium* have become a lerioui problem for area 
municipalities ai higher workmen's eempen»«tion coiti prove.

A pregnant woman living in unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township dies 
and her husband sues the village for 
$6 million for refusing to send an am- 
bulance. 


A man slips on an icy sidewalk, 


breaks his elbow and sues Arlington 
Heights for $50,000 for "severe per- 
manent injuries." 


In Buffalo Grove a resident trips on 


•a crack in a sidewalk and is awarded 
$15,000 from the village. 


Lawsuits such as these have sent in- 


surance premiums for municipalities 
soaring, creating a financial crisis 
and forcing 34 area communities, in- 
cluding five Northwest suburban vil 
lages and townships, to consider self 
insurance. 


"Rates have increased tremendous- 


ly across the board and in many cases 
communities are paying double or 
triple what they were 12 or 18 months 
ago," said Warren Van Der Voort Jr., 
an account executive with Arthur J. 
Gallagher Insurance Co., Rolling 


Meadows, which insures six North- 
west suburbs. 


ALL COMMUNITIES carry general 


liability, 
workman's compensation 


and auto insurance. Most have medi- 
cal insurance for municipal employes 
and some pay to protect against dam- 
age to boilers and other equipment. 


Workman's compensation insurance 


premiums for Palatine have risen 312 
per cent since 1974 and 422 per cent in 
Elk Grove Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pal- 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said. "Only 
three or four major carriers will do 
so." 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates. 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium. 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage. 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures. 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for. two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found. 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec. 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses. 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year. 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Clute says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance. 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheaper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums," he said. 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim. 


MEANWHILE. INSURANCE pre- 


miums continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets. Last year Schaum- 
biirg spent $256,482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000. 


Reasons for the insurance rate in- 


creases are complex and varied. 


Van Der Voort said numerous law- 


suits 
have caused 
the increase. 


"Society currently is very litigation 
conscious. Any little event turns into a 
liability claim and the courts have 
been guilty of setting precedents by 
allowing large settlements. 


"Even if a particular community

Speedy disposition given 
suburban felony cases

U's 1075. A Hoffman Estates man is 


charged with sexually assaulting a 15- 
yeatxrid girt. The charge is a felony, 
punishable by a prison term. 


The case will go before a Cook 


County grand jury, but the state's at- 
torney and witnesses find it difficult 
to make time to travel to 26th Street 
and California Ave., on Chicago's 
West 'side, to appear for the hearing 
in the Criminal Courts building. 


If a trial is ordered, witnesses must 


take time to come back to repeat tes- 
timony. Instead, the charge is re- 
duced to a misdemeanor, the alleged 
assailant pleads guilty to the lesser 
charge and may be back on the street 
within weeks. 


This assault never occurred, but 


many serious crimes were disposed of 
through the suburban courts in a sim- 
ilar fashion — a fashion which one 
Cook County Judge calls a relic of the 
past thanks to a law approved 18 
months ago by the Illinois General As- 
jjcmblv 


THE LAW ENABLES Cook County 


aaatartant state's attorneys to bypass 
grand jury hearings in felony cases 
by proceeding on a "biil of informa- 
tion" oi- £ simple complaint specifying 
details of a crime. 


"This law has dramatically changed 


the haidling of felony cases in subur- 
ban Cook County/' said Marvin J. Pe- 
ters, associate judge of the Cook 
County Circuit Court. "We are able to 
provide speedy disposition of cases." 


Before the law, criminal suspects 


"had the upper hand in court cases," 
said Peters, who presides ovr circuit 


court in Des Plaines. "Prior to that 
(law), the defendant could not be 
tried on a (biil of) information unless 
he consented to waive the indictment 
(grand jury) process." 


Because all felony cases at that 


time ware heard in the Criminal 
Courts building in Chicago, few state's 
attorneys and other parties connected 
with a case wanted to take time to 
travel into the city for a grand jury 
hearing, then go back again later for 
a trial. 


"IN THE SUBURBAN area, to 


avoid the grand jury process, felony 
cases often were reduced to mis- 
demeanors in exchange for a plea of 
guilty from the defendant," Peters 
said. 


Reducing cases was much simpler 


and speedier than going through the 
Chicago system where a suspect's 
case could be placed before a judge 
with SOU cases already pending. 


"Now it's the state's attorney who 


decides to go the grand jury route or 
not," Peters said. "Before it was the 
defendant who was in a good position 
to negotiate." 


Another improvement which Peters 


said has speeded up the wheels of jus- 
tice in the five suburban Cook County 
districts is a new guideline set down 
last yenr by Cook County Circuit 
Court Chief Judge John S. Boyle al- 
lowing associate judges to try felony 
cases. 


"BEFORE (THE new guidelines), all 


felony cases went downtown. If a de- 
fendant waived indictment and con- 
sented to a filing of information and 
agreed to plead guilty, those matters 


were then disposed of by the presiding 
judge of. the district only," Peters 
said. 


Peters said few cases were disposed 


of by this method. 


The new guidelines specify a crimi- 


nal case sent into Chicago for a grand 
jury hearing aoid must be returned to 
the district where it originated for dis- 
position. 


Now, about 20 to 30 felony cases are 


cleared per month in Des Plaines Cir- 
cuit Court alone. "This is, in my opin- 
ion, also a great deterrent to crime in 
the suburban area/' Peters said. 


Other improvements in the judicial 


system include new offices and court 
room facilities located on the third 
floor of the Des Plaines Municipal 
Building, 1420 Miner St. 


J A M E S GEOCARIS, presiding 


judge of the 3rd judicial district, 
which includes the Northwest sub- 
urbs, said space on the third floor is 
rented by Cook County for the court 
proceedings. 


The 
new facilities, opened in 


January, include two court rooms 
with jury assembly rooms, offices for 
the judges, state's attorneys, sheriff's 
police and clerks, and two jury delib- 
eration rooms. 


Geocaris said the new facilities 


"provide a service to the witnesses, 
police departments, and other parties 
so they do not have to go downtown to 
26th and California to the Criminal 
Courts Building;." 


•Geocaris said the 3rd district has 


more than a half million people and 
220 square miles and is the largest 
geographical district in the area.

Her heaven 
is the familiar kitchen full of old-time 
smells, looking out the window watch- 
ing Luther drive some of the cows, 
and the dear old home on that dusty 
road off the Clary Memorial High- 
way." 


Mr. Dinsmore inherited an old 


brown house his grandpa bought for 
$900. The peak was sharp and held the 
snows all winter with no more than an 
arthritic snap or two in the night. The 
field mice were quiet in the attic and 
shared the old trunk and the framed 
pictures and dresses with a family of 
gray squirrels. 


Mr. Dinsmore used a number 4 Un- 


derwood which had no letter e. He 
pencilled them in his copy, and he had 
a touch affluent writers envied. 


"FOLKS GET USED to seeing the 


local people around. Mr. Chase open- 
ing his candy store. Mr. Sewell plodd- 
ing into the Selectman's office.

High School Dist. 214 is dismissing 


all 128 of its nontenured teachers be- 
cause of the "uncertainty" surround- 
ing the proposed Elk Grove Township 
unit school district question. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Educaion, 


unsure whether the unit district will 
be formed and what Dist. 214 teachers 
will do if it is, has directed adminis- 
trators to send notices of honorable 
dismissal to 67 first-year teachers and 
71 second-year teachers. Teachers 
union officials were not available for 
comment Tuesday. 


"This gives us leeway to accom- 


modate tenured teachers from Elk 
Grove and Forest View (high schools) 
who might want to remain with Dist. 
214 rather than go with the unit dis- 
trict if it*s formed/1 Robert Cudney, 
assistant superintendent for personnel 


services, said. 


The dismissal of the 128 probationa- 


ry teachers was recommended by 
Dist. 214 attorneys who are unsure 
where the district would stand legally 
if more (enured teachers than could 
be accommodated .chose to stay with 
the high school district rather than go 
with the unit district t, Cudney said. 


According to state law, teachers 


who are going to be dismissed at the 
end of the term must be given 60 days 
notice. 


"I SENT A certified letter to (State 


Schools Supt. Joseph) Cronin six 
weeks ago spelling out all of person- 
nel questions," he said. "I was hope- 
ful his legal people .could provide the 
answers to alleviate this situation, but 
I haven't heard one word from them." 


Voters in Elk Grove Township will

er the unit district will be formed. 


The new district would combine 21 


Elk Grove Township Dist, 59 ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, Elk 
Grove High School in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration. 


"We're not looking for a mass ex- 


odus of teachers from Elk Grove and 
Forest View (high schools) if the unit 
is formed," Cudney said.

method. Dr. Anrudh K. Jain, council 
r e s e a r c h analyst, defined heavy 
smokers as those who light up more 
than 15 cigarets a day. 


Jain's points were based on an

100,000, about one-third the risk of 
death from pregnancy and childbirth 
among women who use no birth con- 
trol, 22 per 100,000. 


But pill users in this age group who 


do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, Jain saul. Among the 
heavy smokers — more than 15 ciga- 
rets a day — the risk rises to 83 per 
100,000. 


Among women aged 30 to 34 and 35 


to 39, respectively, the mortality risks 
from heavy smoking and pill use are 
16 and 23 per 100,000, slightly higher 
than for the risk of death from preg- 
nancy and childbearing among wom- 
en who use no birth control. 


Jain cautioned that mortality esti- 


mates presented in his report may 
change as more information about the 
association between pill use and other 
causes of death become -available. 
Jain said additional research is re- 
quired for proper assessment of pill 
safety.

Insurance crisis hits towns

A pregnant woman living in unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township dies' 
and her husband sues the village for 
$6 million for refusing to send an am- 
bulance. 


A man slips on an icy sidewalk, 


breaks his elbow and sues Arlington 
Heights for $50,000 for "severe per- 
manent injuries." 


In Buffalo Grove a resident trips on 


a crack in a sidewalk and is awarded 
$15,000 from the village. 


Lawsuits such as these have sent in- 


surance premiums for municipalities 
soaring, creating a financial crisis 
and forcing 34 area communities, in- 
eluding five Northwest suburban1 vil- 
lages and townships, to consider-self 
insurance. 


1 'Rates have increased tremendous- 


ly across the board and in many cases 
communities are paying double or 
triple what they were 12 or 18 months 
ago," said Warren Van Der Voort Jr., 
an account executive with Arthur J. 
Gallagher 
Insurance 
Co., Rolling 


Meadows, which insures six North' 
west suburbs. 


ALL COMMUNITIES carry general 


liability, 
workman's 
compensation 


and auto insurance. Most have medi- 
cal insurance for municipal employes 
and some pay to protect against dam- 
age to boilers and other equipment. 


Workman's compensation insurance 


premiums for Palatine have risen 312 
per cent since 1974 and 422 per cent in 
Elk Grove Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pal- 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is' not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said. "Only 
three or four major, carriers will do 
so." 


V 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates. 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium. 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage. 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures. 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found. 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec. 1 arid 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses. 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year. 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Clute says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance. 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheaper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums/' he said. 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim. 


MEANWHILE, INSURANCE pre- 


miUras continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets. Last year Schaum- 
burg spent $256,482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000. 


Reasons for the insurance rate in- 


creases are complex and varied. 


Van Der Voort said numerous law- 


suits have, caused 
the increase. 


"Society,currently is very litigation 
conscious. Any little event turns into a 
liability claim and the courts have 
been guilty of setting precedents by 
allowing large settlements. 


"Even if a particular community

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Conflict charge leveled 
against Hein by BEST 


William Hein's connection with a 


family-owned liquor store and pub is 
a "blatant and obvious" conflict of In- 
terest that could make him unfit to be 
village president, a member of the op- 
position party charged Tuesday. 


Jerrold B. Abrams, village trustee 


candidate for the Better Environment, 
Service and Trust Party, said Hein 
would serve as Wheeling liquor com- 
missioner if elected village president. 
The liquor commissioner controls the 
issuance and revocation of village li- 
quor licenses. 


"I have grave concerns on whether 


Mr. Hein should be running for village 
president at all," he said. 


ABRAMS AND other members of 


the BEST slate met with residents of 
the Meadowbrook East subdivision. 


Trustee Otis L Hedlund, who is run- 


ning against Hein, appeared at the 
meeting but did not comment on 
Abrams' charges. 


Hein's parents own Hein's Pub and 


Liquor Store, 141 S. Milwaukee Ave., 
Wheeling. Hein, candidate for village 


president for the Wheeling Citizens' 
Party has said he will ask for crea- 
tion of a three-to-five member liquor 
contol agency and end the current 
practice where the village president 
serves as liquor commissioner. 


Abrams said Hein's connection with 


the pub and liquor store "raises a 
question as to the village code of eth- 
ics," which prohibits officials from 
taking part in any transaction "from 
which he or members of his imme- 
diate family could benefit." 


"If his parents are charged with a 


violation and have to go before the lo- 
cal liquor commissioner, I think it 
will be very difficult for him to sit in 
judgment. I'm not saying he's dishon- 
est. I'm saying it's so tainted, so ob- 
viously a conflict of interest, that'he 
couldn't do the job," Abrams said. 


ABRAMS SAID Hein also would be 


in the position to revoke the'liquor li- 
censes of other village estab- 
lishments. 


"Even if he's not sitting in judg- 


ment of his parents, he could be judg- 


ing a case against their competitors. 
If the competitor loses the case, he 
always can say he didn't get a fair 
shake because the commissioners' 
parents have a license. We'd always 
run the risk of having every case ap- 
pealed to a higher court," he said. 


Hein's proposal to appoint a liquor 


control agency of citizens would not 
solve the problem of a possible con- 
flict of interest, Abrams said. 


"He can't appoint someone without 


some question of whether that person 
is a flunky or someone who would do 
his bidding," he said. 


Abrams also questioned the WCP 


slates' charge that the village board 
has had too many executive sessions 
in the past two years . 


"There have been approximately 61 


executive sessions in the last 1% 
years. Out of 61, Mr. Hein voted for 55 
of them. This man has no place to say 
there should be no. more secrecy. He 
has been part and' parcel of it," he 
said.- 


Police object to Hedlund charge 


Members of the Wheeling Police 


Dept. are objecting to a statement by 
Otis L. Hedlund, a candidate for vil- 
lage president, that the previous vil- 
lage administration "was corrupt 
from the village board down to the 
employes." 


Lawrence C. Parks, president of the 


Wheeling Police Dept. 
Employes 


Assn., asked Hedlund to clarify his 
statement. He said patrolmen were 
"all members of the Wheeling Police 
Dept. during the 'previous adminis- 


tration.' " 


"Irresponsible statements like these 


cloud the credibility of the existing 
employes of the Village of Wheeling," 
he said. 


Parks said if Hedlund "has knowl- 


edge of corruption within the village 
now, he is remiss in his duties as an 
elected official not to bring forth such 
information to the proper authorities 
for investigation." 


Hedlund Monday said he was "spec- 


ifically referring" to former building 


director William Bieber when' he 
made the statement during a meet- 
the-candidates session Sunday. Bieber 
was involved in the 1974 zoning shake- 
down scandal and pleaded guilty to 
federal extortion, perjury and tax 
charges. He served a prison term and 
was paroled in 1975. 


"I was referring to just the employ- 


es who got convicted. As far as I 
know, he's the only one. I was referr- 
ing to nobody else but him," Hedlund 
said.

Des Plaines car deck decaying: Olen 


by SCOTT FOSDJCK 


The new Herbert H. Behrel Parking 


Plaza in Des Plaines is cracked, shift- 
ing and — on a rainy day — filled 
with puddles, says Aid. George Olen, 
2nd. 


And he's worried about it. 
Olen, a concrete sales consultant, 


weaves his way through pools of 
standing water that cover the decks of 
this dank, gray monolith, and pauses 
to assess the damage. 


Despite the assurances of the firms 


that built the $1.2 million parking 
deck at Ellinwood and Lee streets, 
Olen says he believes these cracks 
and puddles might shorten the lifes- 
pan of the city deck by several years. 


"Look at the crack running along 


that beam. I hadn't noticed that one 
before." he says, sliding his finger 
along it. 


THE CRACK IS pale green, and 


stands out against the rest of the 
structure. This is lime, Olen says. It 
"bleeds" from the concrete when it 
gets wet. If it bleeds fast enough, it 
can drip on cars and mar the paint. 


The lime hasn't started dripping 


yet, he says, "But I'm sure it will if 
the cracks get bigger," 


Worse than the threat of dripping 


lime is the effect these cracks could 
have on the structure itself, Olen 
says. 


"If we don't stop this, and water 


runs in there and freezes, it will 
buckle," Olen says. 


"I don't think there will be a danger 


of the structure falling down," he 
says. "It will just deteriorate faster." 


OLEN CITES an article in the Sep- 


tember Issue of "Concrete Construc- 
tion" magazine, which details the rea- 
sons why parking decks deteriorate. 


Hairline cracks, poor 
drainage, 


shifting and inadequate waterproofing 
are listed as signs that a parking 
structure is aging faster than it 
should. Olen said all these flaws al- 
ready are evident in the Behrel Park- 
ing Plaza, which was dedicated just 
two months ago. The deck was built 
to provide parking for Superblock. 


Olen first made these charges three 


weeks ago, and he still is concerned 
despite reports from two engineering 
firms that the structure is In "ex- 
cellent condition." 


"We find that the entire parking 


strutcure is structurally in excellent 
condition. We are confident that the 
parking structure will give an ex- 
c e 11 e n t performance through the 
years. The structure is structurally 


safe and sound," H. W. Lochner Co., a 
Chicago engineering firm, reported 
after inspecting the deck March 16. 


The F&D Construction Co., Des 


Plaines, also inspected the parking 
deck March 16, and agrees it is in fine 
shape. 


THESE TWO companies were in- 


volved in the construction of the deck. 
H. W. Lochner designed it, and F & D 
Inc. built it. 


"They were the engineers on the 


project. It would be difficult for them 
to admit it's flawed," Olen said. "I 
would think that they would realize 
there is something wrong." 


Olen has been pushing the city 


council to finance an independent 
study of the ramp ever since he first 
noticed the cracks several weeks ago. 
The council voted for another study af- 
ter Olen promised to pay up to $300 
for it if it ends up supporting the pre- 
vious studies. 


The engineering firm for the study 


will be chosen at the April 14 meeting 
of the building, grounds and parking 
lot committee. 


Olen was berated for his statements 


about the parking deck at the March

Grove may have to pay $9.5 million to 
get Lake Michigan water. "It may 


seem like a lot of money, but believe 
me, when you're thirsty it's worth it," 
he said.

Candidate views on other issues in- 


cluded: 


• Development of a town center: 


Stone, Keister and Mrs. Rech agreed 
that Developing a center between Buf- 
falo Grove Road, 111.

Pill face high 
coronary risk

NEWYORK (UPI) - Cigarets plus 


the birth control pill boost, deaths 
from heart attacks among women 30 
and over, authorities from the Popu- 
lation Council and the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control reported in New York 
Tuesday. 


Heavy smokers in susceptible age 


groups among the millions of con- 
traceptive pill users, were advised to 
switch to some other birth control 
method. Dr. Anrudh K. Jain, council 
r e s e a r c h analyst, defined heavy 
smokers as those.who light up more 
than 15 cigarets a day. 


Jain's points were based on an 


analysis of British and American 
studies showing oral contraceptives

Ford plans 
to shrink 
big cars

DETROIT (UPI) — The Ford Motor 


Co. plans a shrinking program that 
will cut up to 14 inches from its stan- 
dard-sized model cars to make them 
even .shorter than General Motors' 
"downsized" big cars. 


Ford's new models will debut in the 


1979-model year, two full years after 
similar cars from 
GM. Chrysler, 


which plans to end production of some, 
full-sized models this summer, also 
will introduce a new Hneup of "small- 
er" large cars in the '79 model year. 


The shrinking big car will become a 


standard feature in the Americian auto 
market for the next decade as au- 
tomakers try to meet fuel economy 
requirements calling for up to 27.5 
miles per gallon by 1985. 


THE BATTLE for auto executives is 


to keep interiors big enough' to accom- 
modate six people. 


The trade publication American 


Metal Market reported the '79 Ford 
LTD will be about 210 inches long, 14 
inches shorter than the current model, 
and about two inches shorter than the' 
Chevrolet Impala which was shrunk 
by almost a foot. 


In fact, the '79 full-sized Fords will 


be even shorter than the new mid-siz- 
ed models — Thunderbird, LTD II 
and Cougar — that were introduced 
this past fall. 


Ford has not talked about the new 


products, but William 0. Bourke, ex- 
ecutive vice president 
for North 


American 
Automotive 
Operations, 


said "the next four years will be 
revolutionary."

The annual mortality rate for wom- 


en aged 40 to 44 who use oral con- 
traceptives, but do not smoke is 7 per 
100,000, about one-third the risk of 
death from, pregnancy and childbirth 
among women wbo use no birth con- 
trol, 22 per 100,000. 


But pill users in this age group who 


do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, Jain said. Among the 
heavy smokers — more than 15 ciga- 
rets a day — the risk rises to 83 per 
100,000. 


Among women aged 30 to 34 and 35 


to 39, respectively, the mortality risks 
from heavy smoking and pill use are 
16 and 23 per 100,000, slightly higher 
than for the risk of death from preg- 
nancy and childbearing among wom- 
en who use no birth control. 


Jain cautioned that mortality esti- 


mates presented in his report may 
change as more information about the 
association between pill use and other 
causes of death become available. 
Jain said additional research is re- 
quired for proper assessment of pill 
safety.

insurance. 


"Rates have increased tremendous- 


ly across the board and in many cases 
communities are paying double or 
triple what they were 12 or 18 months 
ago," said Warren Van Der Voort Jr., 
an account executive with Arthur J.

Insurance Co., Rolling 


Meadows, which insures six. North- 
west suburbs. 


ALL COMMUNITIES carry general 


liability, 
workman's compensation 


and auto insurance. Most have medi- 
cal insurance for municipal employes 
and some pay to protect against dam- 
age to boilers and other equipment. 


Workman's compensation insurance 


premiums for Palatine have risen 312 
per cent since 1974 and 422 per cent in 
Elk Grove Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pa£ 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said. "Only 
three or four major carriers will do 
so."

taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance.

High School Dlst. 214 is dismissing 


all 128 of its nontenured teachers be- 
cause of the "uncertainty" surround- 
ing the proposed Elk Grove Township 
unit school district question. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Educaion, 


unsure whether the unit district will 
be formed and what Dist. 214 teachers 
will do If it is, has directed adminis- 
trators to send notices of honorable 
dismissal to 57 first-year teachers and 
71 second-year teachers. Teachers 
union officials were not available for 
comment Tuesday. 


"This gives us leeway to accom- 


modate tenured teachers from Elk 
Grove and Forest View (high schools) 
who might want to remain with Dlst. 
214 rather than go with the unit dis- 
trict If It's formed," Robert Cudney, 
assistant superintendent for personnel 
services, said. 


The dismissal of the 128 probationa- 


ry teachers was recommended by 
Dlst. 214 attorneys who are unsure 
where the district would stand legally 
if more tenured teachers than could 
be accommodated chose to stay with 
the high school district rather than go 


with the unit districit, Cudney said. 


According to state law, teachers

Funds to hire five additional policemen to patrol the area west 


of 111. Rte. 53 were given tentative approval Tuesday night by the 
Elk Grove Village Board. 


The board, during a budget meeting, also approved spending 


$64,590 to hire six full-time firefighters to staff the new fire station 
under construction off Meacham Road. The men are needed in 
August to staff the station, which is scheduled to open in Septem- 
ber or October, Fire Chief John Henrici said. 


The cost of hiring the additional policemen is estimated at 


$79,825. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS say the new fire and police services are 


needed because of normal growth in the area west of Rte. 53 and a 
relatively high vandalism rate in the area. 


An expenditure of $10,000 to purchase a patrol car for the beat 


also was approved. 


In addition, the board agreed to spend $24,612 to staff a call-back 


program for the industrial park in which off-duty patrolmen will 
be hired to patrol the industrial park during peak crime periods. 


The board also approved police department plans to spend 


$34,216 to hire two lieutenants. 


The lieutenants are needed so a police supervisor can be on duty 


80 per cent of the day, Deputy Police Chief William Kohnke said.

per cent since 1974 .and 422 per cent to 
Elk Grove Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pal- 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," .he said. "Only 
three or four major carriers will do 
so." 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates. 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium. 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage. 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures. 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found. 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec. 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses. 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 


• payer only about $2 this year. 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Clute says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance. 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheaper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums," he said. 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim. 


MEANWHILE, INSURANCE pre- 


miums continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets. Last year Schaum- 
burg spent $256,482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000. 


Reasons for the insurance rate in- 


creases are complex'and varied. 


Van Der Voort said numerous law- 


suits 
have caused 
the increase. 


"Society currently is very litigation 
conscious. Any little event turns into a 
liability claim and the courts have 
been guilty of setting precedents by 
allowing large settlements.

High School Dist. 214 is dismissing 


all 128 of its nontenured teachers be- 
cause of the "uncertainty" surround- 
ing the proposed Elk Grove Township 
unit school district question. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Educaion, 


unsure whether the unit district will 
be formed and what Dist. 214 teachers 
will do if it is, has directed adminis- 
trators to send notices of honorable 
dismissal to 57 first-year teachers and 
71 second-year teachers. 
Teachers 


union officials were not available for 
comment Tuesday. 


"This gives us leeway to accom- 


modate tenured teachers from Elk 
Grove and Forest View (high schools) 
who might want to remain with Dist. 
214 rather than go With the unit dis- 
trict if it's formed," Robert Cudney, 
assistant superintendent for personnel 


services, said. 


The dismissal of the 128 probationa- 


ry teachers was recommended by 
'Dist. 214 attorneys who are unsure 
where the district would stand legally 
if more tenured teachers than could 
be accommodated chose to stay with 
the high school district rather than go 
with the unit districit, Cudney said. 


According to state law, teachers 


who are going to be dismissed at the 
end of the term must be given 60 days 
notice. 


"I SENT A certified letter to (State 


Schools Supt 
Joseph) Cronin six 


weeks ago spelling out all of person- 
nel questions," he said. "I was hope- 
ful his legal people could provide the 
answers to alleviate this situation, but 
I haven't heard one word from them "

$27,000 drop in revenue predicted 
Bill asks double library taxes end 


The Schaumburg Township Public 


Library stands to lose up to $27,000 
annually under a state proposal that 
would give tax relief to Elk Grovs Vil- 
lage residents living in the township. 


S t a t e Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, has introduced a 
bill that would end taxation of 864 
homeowners in the Winston Grove 
subdivision by the Schaumburg Town- 
ship library. 


The bill says the township library 


must end its taxes or turn them over 
to Elk Grove Village. Homeowners in 
the subdivision west of 111. Rte. 5.) 
have been paying taxes, both to the 
township library and to the Elk Grove 
Village Public Library 


"It places Schaumburg Township 


Library, which already has financial 
difficulties, in an awkward situation," 
Michael Madden, Schaumburg Town- 
ship Public Library director, said. 


"The exact Impact, I don't know. 


But it obviously would affect Schaum- 
burg quite a bit," he said 


MADDEN ESTIMATED the town- 


ship library could lose between $17,000 
and $27,000 in taxes if the bill is 
passed. 


"It only adds to our existing defi- 


cit," he said. The projected deficit tor 
the fiscal year which ended Feb 28 
could be as much as $17,000, he said 


' ' A n y loss of revenue affects 


Schaumburg Township Public Library 
because its finances are so tight," 
Madden said, "but we're also con- 
cerned about the good of the home- 
owners " 


THE BILL WOULD mean a savings 


of 15 cents for every $100 in assessed 
valuation for homeowners in Winston 
Grove, the only part of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage in Schaumburg Township. 


In other parts of Schaumburg Town- 


ship or Elk Grove Village, the owner 
of a house assessed at $10,000 pays $15 
in library operating taxes. But in Win- 
ston Grove, the same house is taxed 
for $30.. 


Winston Grove residents, however, 


do not receive twice the services. 
Both the township and village librar- 
ies are part pf the North Suburban 
Library System which allows mem- 
bers of one library to use another. 


State law says the township "may" 


abate its levy on Winston Grove: 
Chapman's bill would change "may" 
to "shall." 


BRIAN CAREY. _ A Schaumburg 


Township trustee who lives in Winston 
Grove, said he is glad to hear a solu- 
tion is being sought. 


"It's one of those things that looks 


like at is on its way to being solved in 
a very short period of time," Carey 
said. "One way or another, it would 


mean some kind of sacrifice by the 
tax collecting power. 


"I can't speak for the board, but I 


think it's high tame something is being 
done " 


Madden said, however, he hopes an 


alternative solution wil Ibe considered. 
He suggested the taxes be abated by 
one library and the libraries split the 
remaining revenue 


The township library board may 


suggest some alternatives to Chap- 
man before her bill becomes law, he 
said 


Under Chapman's bill, the township 


could opt to collect its taxes and turn 
them over to the village. If that hap- 
pened, the vilage library would have 
to abate taxes of the affected resi- 
dents, Chapman said.

Ford plans 
to shrink 
big cars

Co plans a shrinking program that 
will cut up to 14 inches from its stan- 
dard-sized model cars to make them 
even-shorter than General 
Motors' 


"downsized" big cars 


Ford's new models will debut in the 


1979-model year, two full years after 
similar cars from GM. Chrysler, 
which plans to end production of some 
full-sized models this summer, also 
will introduce a new lineup of "small- 
er" large cars in the '79 model year. 


The shrinking big car will become a 


standard feature in the Americian auto 
market for the next decade as au- 
tomakers try to meet fuel economy 
requirements calling for up to 27 5 
miles per gallon by 1985 


THE BATTLE for auto executives is 


to keep interiors, big enough to accom- 
modate six people 


The trade publication American 


Metal Market reported the '79 Ford 
LTD will be about 210 inches long, 14 
inches shorter than the current model 
and about two inches shorter than the 
Chevrolet Impala which was shrunk 
by almost a foot 


In fact, the '79 full-sized Fords will 


be even shorter than the new mid-siz- 
ed models — Thunderbird, LTD II 
and Cougar — that were introduced 
this past tall. 


Ford has not talked about the new 


products, but William 0. Bourke, ex- 
ecutive vice president 
for North 


American 
Automotive Operations, 


said "the next four years will be 
revolutionary."

Publication of the report in a "Stud-

IF THEY ARE FREE of these risk 


factors, using the pill is relatively 
safe. This finding is contrary to cur- 
rent belief and Food and Drug Admin- 
istration rules that no women over 40 
should use oral contraceptives. 


The annual mortality rate for wom- 


en aged 40 to 44 who use oral con- 
traceptives, but do not smoke is 7 per 
100,000, about one-third the risk of 
death from pregnancy and childbirth 
among women who use no birth con- 
trol, 22 .per 100,000. 


But pill users in this age group who 


do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, Jain said. Among the 
heavy smokers —more than 15 ciga- 
rets a day — the risk rises to 83 per 
100,000. 


Among women aged 30 to 34 and 35 


to 39, respectively, the mortality risks: 
from heavy smoking and pill use are 
16 and 23 per 100,000, slightly higher 
than for the risk of death from preg- 
nancy and childbearing among wom- 
en who use no birth control 


Jain cautioned that mortality esti- 


mates presented in his report may 
change as more information about the 
association between pill use and other 
causes of death become available. 
Jam said additional research is re- 
quired for proper assessment of pill 
safety.

Lawsuits such as these have sent in- 


surance premiums for municipalities 
soaring, creating a financial crisis 
and forcing 34 area communities, in- 
cluding five Northwest suburban vil 
lages and townships, to consider self 
insurance 


"Rates have increased tremendous- 


ly across the board and in many cases 
communities are paying double or 
triple what they were 12 or 18 months 
ago," said Warren Van Der Voort Jr., 
an account executive with Arthur J. 
Gallagher 
Insurance Co., Rolling 


Meadows, which insures six North- 
west suburbs 


ALL COMMUNITIES carry general 


liability, 
workman's 
compensation 


and auto insurance Most have medi- 
cal insurance for municipal employes 
and some pay to protect against dam- 
age to boilers and other equipment. 


Workman's compensation insurance 


premiums for Palatine have risen 312 
per cent since 1974 and 422 per cent in 
Elk Grove Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pal- 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said. "Only 
three or four major carriers will do 
so.1' 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates. 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium. 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage. 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures. 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found. 


And Kane County has been without 


Lability insurance since Dec 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year. 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Cluta-says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheaper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums," he said 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim 


MEANWHILE, INSURANCE pre- 


miums continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets. Last year Schaum- 
burg spent $256,482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000. 


Reasons for the insurance rate In- 


creases are complex and varied. 


Van Der Voort said numerous law- 


suits 
have caused 
the increase. 


"Society currently is very litigation 
conscious Any little event turns into a 
liability claim and the courts have 
been guilty of setting precedents by 
allowing large settlements. 


"Even if a particular community

• The right of full-time faculty to

The tax levy 
for the bonds decreases each year, 
but Madden said it is now 5.36 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, or $5.36 
on a house assessed at $10,000. 


"IT IN NO WAY would be appro- 


priate for taxpayers to escape it (the 
responsibility incurred; while they 
were members of the district'" Mrs. 
Chapman said. 


Chapman's bill, House Bill 562, is in 


the committee on cities and villages. 
It was cosponsored by Rep. Virginia 
McDonald, R-Arlington Heights. 


Chapman said she has asked the Il- 


linois Library Assn. to study the bill 
to determine if it is applicable state- 
wide. 


The double taxation situation is not 


unique to Elk Grove Village and 
Schaumburg Township, said Robert 
McClarren, system director of the 
North Suburban Library System. 


"It's a chronic problem, McClarren 


said. "There is no law which specifi- 
cally prohibits double taxation. Illi- 
nois law doesn't recognize any auto- 
matic priority to the library serving 
the area first."

Ford plans 
to shrink 
big cars

DETROIT (UPI) — The Ford Motor 


Co plans a shrinking program that 
will cut up to 14 inches from its stan- 
dard-sized model cars to make them 
even shorter than General 
Motors' 


"downsi/ed" big cars 


Ford's new models will debut in the 


1979-model year, two full years after 
similar cars from GM 
Chrysler, 


which plans to end production of some 
full-sized models this summer, also 
will introduce a new lineup of "small- 
er" large cars in the '79 model year 


The shrinking big car will become a 


standard feature in the Americian auto 
market for the next decade as au- 
tomakers try to meet fuel economy 
requirements calling for up to 27 5 
miles per gallon by 1985 


THE BATTLE for auto executives is 


to keep interiors big enough to accom- 
modate six people 


The trade publication American 


Metal Market reported the '79 Ford 
LTD will be about 210 inches long, 14 
inches shorter than the current model 
and about two inches shorter than the 
Chevrolet Impala which was shrunk 
by almost a foot 


In fact the '79 full-sized Fords will 


be even shorter than the new mid-siz- 
ed models — Thunderbird LTD II 
and Cougar — that were uitioduced 
this past lall

Jain cautioned that mortality esti-

RISING INSURANCE premiums have become a serious problem for area, 
municipalities, as higher workman s compensation costs prove

BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300 000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage 


Others have had to resoit to more 


drastic measures 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year 


Premiums are so hi<*h that Kane 


County Auditor Dpn Clute Says he be- 


lipves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheaper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums," he said 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim 


MEANWHILE, INSURANCE pre- 


miums continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets Last year Schaum- 
burg spent $256 482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000 


Reasons for the insurance rate in- 


cre^ses are complex and varied

Senior council bid 
for funds delayed 


A request by the Palatine Township Senior Citizens Council for 


money to pay unexpected costs at the senior center met opposition 
and was delayed by he Palatine Township Board until the April 11 
board meeting. 


Russell Bellinger, evecutive vice president of the senior council, 


said increased use of the center and costs for repairs and services 
exceeded the council's budget. 


"1 see you trying to be all things to every senior in the township 


and obviously it's not working," Auditor Charles M. Zimmerman 
told Bollinger. 


Bellinger said the senior citizens council is "trying to be all 


things to all people, but we don't have enough money to do it." 


"1 see an organization that can't grasp control of the costs," 


Zimmerman said. He suggested the senior citizens council make 
"some hard decisions" about cutcing services or programs that 
will allow the agency to stay within its budget. 


Balk at plan to study space needs 
The board balked at a proposal by Supervisor Howard Olsen that 


the township hire an architectural firm to study the space needs 
for Palatine Township in case the township decides to join the 
effort to turn old Palatine High School into a civic center. 


GOP trustee candidate James V. Wilson Jr. told the board plans 


for the high school still are too uncertain to authorize spending 
money for the project. 


Harper faculty continues 
bargaining for contract 


The Harper College faculty will con- 


tinue to bargain for a 1977-78 contract 
in spite of the board of trustees' rejec- 
tion of the faculty's plea for media- 
tion. 


"In an effort to reach an agreement 


we'll continue to meet this week and 
after Thursday we'll reevaluate prog- 
ress on the four key issues," said Da- 
vid MaCRuley, chief faculty negotia- 
tor. 


The faculty senate had voted 112-3 


last week to declare an impasse and 
discontinue negotiations. 


ON FRIDAY, the faculty senate 


negotiating team said it would return 
to the bargaining table if the trustees 
would accept State Rep. Thomas 
Hanahan, D-McHenry, as a mediator. 


The faculty senate team said nego- 


tiations have broken down on four 


points: 


• Differences over total faculty 


salary increases. The board now is of- 
fering a 3 per cent increase; while the 
faculty is requesting 11 per cent. 


• A request that the faculty senate 


be recognized as the bargaining unit 
for the faculty next year. 


• The elimination of quotas on aca- 


demic rank and the raising of salary 
ceilings in each of the five ranks. The 
board limits the number of teachers 
who can achieve certain ranks, such 
as professor, assistant professor and 
associate professor and sets limits on 
maximum salary in each rank. 


• The right of full-time faculty to 


teach summer school and overload as- 
signments before part-time faculty 
members are hired.

'Package caused weight errors' 


Errors in the weighing of meat at 


Butera Finer Foods, 2995 Kirchoff 
Rd., averaged less than a half-ounce 
and occurred because the employes 
who weighed the meat did not allow 
for the weight of packaging, owner 
Paul Butera said Tuesday. 


Whoever weighed the meat set the 


scale at zero instead of setting it low- 
er to allow for the weight of the box 
and wrapper, Butera said. 


He said the errors may have been 


made by an employe who was substi- 
tuting for another worker for two 
weeks. 


On March 15, Illinois Dept. of Agri- 
culture inspectors found 80 per cent of 


the meat and 50 per cent of the pro- 
duce weighed less than the labels in- 
dicated. 


THE ERRORS were "consistent," 


said agriculture department super- 
visor Tom Crawford, and "basically 
due to no allowance for tare" (box 
and wrapper). 


Bernie McFarland, meat manager 


at the Rolling Meadows store, said the 
average weight of packaging is three 
o n e - h u n d r e d t h s of a pound. 
McFarland also said the short-weigh- 
ing only could have gone on for two or 
three days because "I check the 
weighing every two days." 


The weighing now is "perfect," 


McFarland said, and a spot check of 
several packages of meat Tuesday 
showed that it is accurate. 


Friday McFarland set up a scale in 


the meat department with a sign en- 
couraging customers to check the 
wbght of packaged meat. He said he 
was not prompted by the March 15 
inspection. 


"I JUST THOUGHT it was a good 


policy to let customers know they 
could check the weights," he said He 
said customers have always been able 
to use the scale in the produce depart- 
ment. 


McFarland said few people have 


used the scale and he has received no 


complaints from 
customers since 


news of the short-weighing was an- 
nounced. "Five or six people have 
mentioned it, but they just asked 
questions. They didn't seem sus- 
picious," he said. 


The Illinois Dept. of Agriculture in- 


spected' the store after an anonymous 
former Butera employe told WBBM- 
TV news the store was short-weighing 
•meat and produce and that an in- 
spector had been bribed. 


The produce errors were caused by 


shrinkage, Crawford said. 


The bribe charge is being in- 


vestigated by the Illinois Dept. of Law 
Enforcement. 


Hannagan parks write-in hopeful 


Thomas A. Hannagan, 152 Arlewe 


Dr., Palatine, is the mystery write-in 
candidate for a six-year term on the 
Salt Creek Park Board in the April 19 
election.

The vacancy never was 
filled by a new commissioner because 
the board was split on who to appoint. 


Hannagan said his primary reason 


for seeking election to the board is his 
"concern that the park and recreation 
issues be addressed in a responsible 
manner." 


"We're not campaigning against 


anything, but for things," Hannagan 
said. 


Hannagan's opponents for the six- 


year term, Eveline Stenzel and Sieg- 
nar Olaf Schneider, were critical of 
the park board during the controversy 
prompted last month by the resigna-

should also be addressed in a positive 
and constructive atmosphere," Han- 
nagan said. He suggested a program 
for senior ciiizens that would make 
them responsible for landscaping in 
parks or along bike paths 


Hannagan said the park district 


should sponsor a referendum to find 
out if residents want to go ahead with 
development of the Twin Lakes as the 
site between 111 Rte. 53 and Palatine 
Road, for a recreation and swimming 
complex.

Teamsters to study board delay 
Union mulls election day action 


The Teamsters Union may take 


some type of job action in Palatine 
April 19 — election day — if union 
officials decide the village is deliber- 
ately stalling consideration of a 
request for recognition on behalf of 
public works employes. 


William Hogan, president of Team- 


ster Union Local 714, Tuesday said 
the board's decision to delay an exec- 
utive session on the matter until April 
25 wilt be studied. 


"We will take a good hard look at 


It," Hogan said, "If there's a possi- 
bility we can meet with a new board, 
we don't want to stir something up to 
stop that approach. But if they stall 
and give us the runaround, that's dif- 
ferent." 


He said election day may be consid- 


ered for some type of job action if 


union officials determine the village is 
needlessly delaying consideration of 
the public works employes' request. A 
similar request for recognition of the 
Teamsters by patrolmen already has 
been rejected 


"That may be the best day to do 


it," Hogan said "We definitely won't 
rule it out." 


HOGAN HAS NOT disclosed what 


job action the Teamsters will take, 
but he said union officials have been 
in the village "looking over the town" 
and will continue to do so. 


Hogan has hinted at the possibility of 


some type of trucking embargo 
against Palatine but he said any ac- 
tion involving the Teamsters will not 
include patrolmen or public works 
employes. 


"We're not exactly sure what we 


will do," Hogan said. "We want to 
give them (the board) every avenue 
to reach us. We're going to have to 
deal with whoever is on that board " 


Hogan said the Teamsters will not 


take part in the village election in 
terms of endorsing or campaigning 
for any candidates. 


"Then we'd be accused of getting 


involved in politics and we don't want 
to run the town," he said. 


THE BOARD had been scheduled to 


consider the latest request by the pub- 
lic works employes for Teamsters 
Union recognition at this week's vil- 
lage board meeting. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones, however, asked 
that the executive session be delayed 
until April 25, the first day the new 
village board will meet. 


Jones said he believed the topic was 


Smokers on 
Pill face high 
coronary risk

NEWYORK (UPI) - Cigarets plus 


the birth control pill boost deaths 
from heart attacks among women 30 
and over, authorities fr»m the Popu- 
lation Council and the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control reported in New York 
Tuesday. 


Heavy smokers in susceptible age 


groups among the millions of con- 
traceptive pill users, were advised to 
switch to some other birth control 
method. Dr. Anrudh K. Jain, cowed 
r e s e a r c h analyst, defined heavy 
smokers as those who light up more 
than 15 cigarets a day. 


Jain's points were based on an 


analysis of British and American 
studies showing oral contraceptives 


one that should be addressed by the

Ford plans 
to shrink 
big cars

DETROIT (UPI) — The Ford Motor 


Co. plans a shrinking program that 
will cut up to 14 inches from its stan- 
dard-sized model cars to make them 
even shorter than General Motors' 
"downsi/ed" big cars. 
- 


Ford's new models will debut in the 


1979-model year, two full years after 
similar 
cars from GM. Chrysler, 


which plans to end production of some 
full-sized models this summer, also 
will introduce a new lineup of "small- 
er" Jiarge cars in the '79 model year. 


The shrinking big car will become a 


standard feature in the Americian auto 
market for the next decade as au- 
tomakers try to meet fuel economy 
requirements calling for up to 27.5 
miles per gallon by 1985 


THE BATTLE for auto executives is 


to keep interiors big enough to accom- 
modate six people 


The trade publication American 


Metal Market reported the '79 Ford 
LTD will be about 210 inches long, 14 
inches shorter than the current model 
and about two inches shorter than the 
Chevrolet Impala which was shrunk 
by almost a foot 


In fact, the '79 full-s zed Fords will 


be even shorter than the new mid-siz- 
ed models — Thunderbird, LTD II 
and Cougar — that were introduced 
this past fall. 


Ford has not talked about the new 


products, but William 0. Bourke, ex- 
ecutive vice president 
for North 


American 
Automotive 
Operations, 


said "the next four years will be 
revolutionary."

en aged 40 to 44 who use oral con- 
traceptives, but do not smoke is 7 per 
100,000, about one-third the risk of 
death from pregnancy and childbirth 
among women who use no birth con- 
trol, 22 per 100,000. 


But pill users in this ag« group who 


do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, Jain said. Among the 
heavy smokers — more than 15 ciga- 
rets a day — the risk rises to 83 per 
100,000. 


Among women aged 30 to 34 and 35 


to 3^r respectively, the mortality risks 
from heavy smoking and pill use are 
16 and 23 per 100,000, slightly higher 
than for the risk of death froro preg- 
nancy and childbearing among wom- 
en who use no birth control. 


Jain cautioned that mortality esti- 


mates presented in his report may 
change as more information about the 
association between pill use and other 
causes of death become available. 
Jam said additional research is re- 
quired for proper assessment of pill

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Insurance crisis hits towns 


RISING INSURANCE premiums hav« become a serious problem for area 
municipalities, as higher workman's compensation costs prove.

A pregnant woman living in unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township dies 
and her husband sues the village for 
$6 million for refusing to send an am- 
bulance 


A man slips on an icy sidewalk, 


breaks his elbow and sues Arlington 
Heights for $50,000 for "severe per- 
manent injuries." 


In Buffalo Grove a resident trips on 


a crack in a sidewalk and is awarded 
$15,000 from thf village. 


Lawsuits such as these have sent in- 


surance premiums for municipalities 
soaring, creating a financial crisis 
and forcing 34 area communities, in- 
cluding five Northwest suburban vil- 
lages and townships, to consider self 
insurance. 


"Rates have increased tremendous- 


ly across the board and in many cases 
communities are paying double or 
triple what they were 12 or 18 months 
ago," said Warren Van Der Voort Jr., 
an account executive with Arthur J. 
Gallagher 
Insurance Co., Rolbng 


Meadows, which insures six North- 
west suburbs 


ALL COMMUNITIES carry general 


liability, 
workman's 
compensation 


and auto insurance. Most have medi- 
cal insurance for municipal employes 
and some pay to protect against dam- 
age to boilers and Other equipment. 


Workman's compensation -nsurance 


premiums for Palatine have risen 312 
per cent since 1974 and 422 per cent in 
Elk Groye Village since 1973. 


During the past year Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Pal- 
atine, Des Plaines and Rolling Mead- 
ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled. 


All have since been reinsured, but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult. 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said. "Only 
three or four major carriers will do 
so" 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates. 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the $17,000 annual premium. 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures. 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found. 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec. 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses. 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year. 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Clute says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance. 


"The county probably is ahead fi- 


nancially because it'll be cheeper to 
pay the small claims than the large 
premiums," he said. 


But the county could be in deep 


trouble if a major lawsuit is filed 
against it because it has no financial 
reserve to pay a claim. 


MEANWHILE, INSURANCE pre- 


miums continue to eat up more of mu- 
nicipal budgets. Last year Schaum- 
burg spent $256,482 for insurance, Ar- 
lington Heights allotted $428,000 and 
Palatine was charged $462,000. 


Reasoas for the insurance rate in- 


creases are complex and varied. 


Van Der Voort said numerous law- 


suits 
have caused 
the increase. 


"Society currently is very b'tigation 
conscious. Any little event turns into a 
liability claim and the courts have 
been guilty of setting precedents by 
allowing large settlements. 


"Even if a particular community

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Hannagan parks write-in hopeful 


Thomas A. Hannagan, 152 Arlene 


Dr.. Palatine, is the mystery write-in 
candidate for a six-year terra on the 
Salt Creek Park Board in the April 19 
election. 


The write-in campaign was an- 


nounced last week, but supporters of 
the effort refused to disclose Hannu- 
gan's name until they had gathered 
support for their candidate. The an- 
nouncement came during a Tuesday 
night meeting at the home of Howard 
Pettinger, 173 Arlene Ave. 


Pettlnger and Richard J. Boubek, 


1327 E. Kenilworth Ave,, said they 
have found support for Hannagan in 
every area of the park district. 


"We're trying to make this a dis- 


trict-wide campaign," said Hannagan. 
"There are some concerns that all 
residents should be concerned with." 


HANNAGAN MAS NOT sought pub- 


lic office through an election, but said 
he was one of the applicants consid- 
ered for a vacancy on the board 
created by the resignation last May of 
Denis Schnell. The vacancy never was 
filled by a new commissioner because 
the board was split on who to appoint. 


Hannagan said his primary reason 


for seeking election to the board is his 
"concern that the park and recreation 
issues be addressed in a responsible 
manner." 


"We're not campaigning against 


anything, but for things," Hannagan 
said. 


Hannagan's opponents for the six- 


year term, Eveline Stenzel and Sieg- 
nar Olaf Schneider, were critical of 
the park board during the controversy 
prompted last month by the resigna- 
tion of Park Director James DeVos. 
Ms. Stenzel 
and Schneider were 


among a number of residents who 
criticized the commissioners for hold- 
ing an illegal meeting, using free park 
programming and for giving DeVos a 
one-day notice to vacate his office. 


"I feel I can be quite independent 


on my part concerning any topics," 
Hannagan said. "I'm a busy man. I'm 
not going to have ime to do any socia- 
lizing with the board other than on 
park issues." 


HANNAGAN SAID one of the things 


he would promote as commissioner is 


the development of a bicycle path to 
connect different areas of the park 
district. 


"Bike paths are a well-used, family- 


oriented form

is economically feasible," Hannagan 
said. "There is federal funding avail- 
able that, along with Salt Creek's in- 
dustrial base, results in a cost to the 
taxpayer of about 3 cents for every 
dollar invested in bike path construc- 
tion " 


H a n n a g a n said park progams 


should be aimed "more toward the 
older children as the age base is get- 
ting older."

nagan said He suggested a program 
for senior citazens that would make

communities are paying double or

ows have had either general liability 
or workman's compensation policies 
canceled 


All have since been reinsured but 


Van Der Voort says finding insurance 
companies willing to underwrite mu- 
nicipalities is becoming more diffi- 
cult 


"The insurance underwriting com- 


munity is not readily willing to write 
for municipalities," he said 
"Only 


three or four major carriers will do 
so," 


Some communities have found in- 


surers but can't afford their inflated 
rates 


BUFFALO GROVE this year cut its 


liability coverage by $300,000 to $1 
million because the village couldn't 
afford the ?17 000 annual premium 
Last year the policy cost $4,500 and 
the village is paying $10,500 for less 
coverage 


Others have had to resort to more 


drastic measures 


Evanston recently switched to a 


self-insurance program after going 
without liability insurance for two 
months because a carrier couldn't be 
found 


And Kane County has been without 


liability insurance since Dec 1 and 
still can't find a company willing to 
underwrite its losses 


Both Evanston and Kane County 


have increased property taxes to cov- 
er increased insurance premiums, al- 
though the increase cost each tax- 
payer only about $2 this year 


Premiums are so high that Kane 


County Auditor Don Clutj? says he be- 


lieves his county could be better off 
taking its chances than buying insur- 
ance 


"The county probably is ahead fi-
